As now is the most pr: fisabdie season 
for winter etored vegerables, it mighi be 
agood hing to cli attention to the eub 
jsct. Last fai we had some excellent 
winter cavbeges, which, owing to the 
low prices: ffered for them then, we 
held in stcra.e on the farm for a more 
faverable market. Tiere were six 
tors of them, and they have just been 
sold in New York markets for prices 
varying between €6 and $9 per 100 
They were not eil firatclass when 
breught cut of their cold storage, but 
by carefuliy grading them the highest 
prices were obiained for tins beat. If 
they had bern chipped jist os they 
were the lot weuld heve veer soid for 
only a trifle above the lowest price, 
Thege cabbeges lost very litsle through 
rotting or wilting. and woe made fully 
twenty por cent. more by keeping 
them, 

Asomewhat similarexpcricnce was 
had wish areighbor who Erptovera 
lot of carriteandtureipa Tuere ne tes 
him gocd pricesin January, and he is 
now ec» fite: t bat there is more money 
in raising thise winter v griabies for 
the mark-t than in cultivating them 
forthe es:ly fall.

Diversified farming has o* recent 
years been held out to the farmera of 
sas Sonch ag @ panacea for all tils, and 
aepecially thoge illsincident to growing 
cotton at a lose. Al those farmers 
whogsa locality is suited to cotton, but 
who have failed to make it prefi able 
through poor management, and izno- 
rancs of the conditions necessary to 
the best development of the co:zton 
plant, are supposed to be able to gointo 
something else whica they know iess 
about than they do about coiton, and 
for which in many cases, their lend is 
not e8 weil adapted, anc make mney. 

For instance. the Ssuto G:orsia 
farmer has been advised to plant sugar 
cane in compstution with Ouba, Porto 
Rico end the Philippines, and a move- 
ment is on foot to start a sugar refia 
ery at Savannah, while the north 
Georgia farmer 's encouraged to grow 
wheat; acrop trebly as exhaustive to 
his soiis as cotton, and one which will 
bring him in, if anything, less mozey 
than cottcen cn the eams land. 

Now, Ido not mean by this, to give 
the impression that Iam an advocate 
of theal!l costontidesa. A certainamount 
of diversificatione is necessary, even to 
the best development of the cotton 
crop, but I like to sce this divorsits 
come along reasonasie lines, and the 
farmer eacoursged to plant those 
things for which his soil ard location 
ate best adapted, and the sale of which 
carries wich it the smallest amount of 
plant food off the farm. Now while 
the farmer should without doubt raise 
as much of is home supplies as he can, 
prc fitabiy, it dors rot follow that he 
should produce everything he needs; 
as he was compelled to do in earlier 
times There are such things as sugar, 
tea, flour, clothing, etc., which he can 
buy very much creaper and better 
than he can produce them. These 
commoritics can ssfely be left to other 
peoole, while hia energies are direct: d 
toward the production of those things 
for which his eoil and location are best 
adapted, to exchange for then

Red claver (Tr: folium pratense). If 
possible we shoulu grow our own ceed 
or ourchace it from a well known a: d 
reliable dealer. Thia to avoid noxious 
weed seeds. In buying seed the best is 
the cheapest in the end A single 
layer of seed that will adhere to a wet 
finger is convenient to test the purity 
and condition of seed. A hand magni 
fying glaes is a Va uabdle oid. 

Oa partof our fam the rotation ir 
corn, oats, wheat and grace; on the 
other corn, cats and gress two or three 
years Wesow a mixiure of two parts 
timothy end one part clover, at the 
rate of 8 quiarta per acre ia the fat!

Aea 
partial illustration of this we mvite at 
teanion to the personnel of the Pesi 
centiary Board which kas control cf 
he S:ate farms, and also the Board of 
Agriculture, boh of which boards 
snoutd be coraposed exclusively of 
farmers.”

vention of Tobacco Growers to adopt 
this co operative pien as the most prac- 
ticsl sclution of this vital questicn to 
us ell 

7 That we ack all pnpers that recog 
nige tha rightecusness of our cause to 
give tnese rescluiicns as wide circula- 
tion as possible. 

The Jordan plan was then endorsed 
by the convertion. Afi r this, the 
following additional resolutions were 
off red: 

We, the farmers of Pitt county, 
recogn ‘zing the need of coresrt of ac 
sion and of combination for our mutual 
b nefit and protection, make this dec- 
jaration of purposes and invite all the 
counties in North Carolina to form 
similar organizations, hoping this 
movement will extend to every State 
in the Union. 

1. Woereas, The present depressed 
condition of agriculture ie so great 
that the independent farmer is fast be- 
ing reduced to dependence or actual 
want, and cannot at present prices of 
farm producs give the necessary com- 
forts of life to his family. The im 
mense and fertile territorics being now 
thrown open to the world for settle- 
ment and development give little hope 
ofany permanent or appreciable rise 
in the pricecf farm preduce for the 
fucure. 

2. The tropical possessions that we 
have recently acquired by corquest 
olfsr a eid for syndicate farming 
with peon or coclie labor and menace 
the markets of the American farmer. 

3 The groat rise in all manufactured 
products is out of all character and 
proportion to tre advance in raw ma- 
terials. The great prosperity that is co 
widely heralded is not being enjoyed 
by the farmer, but it is being felt by 
him in that the profite cf his labor 
must be wrung from him to pay tribute 
on theze enormously ixflated and fic 
titious values, 

4 Great corporations, trusts, in defi 
ance of all civil and moral law are 
strangling the libertics of a free people 
and swa;ing the deatinies of the re- 
public, naming its titular dignitaries 
and dictating national legislation. 

5. With a developing and expand - 
ing market, with decreased production 
and with increasing prices for manu- 
factured tobacco we find the price of 
leaf tobacco steadily diminishing until 
it has fatien to that point where it is 
no longer profitable, 

6 All manu/actured articles are ris- 
ing in price es the farmer’s profi s f7om 
hia toil grow leca and less, and we call 
attention to the fertilizor trust which, 
while directly dependent on the agri- 
cultural interests of the country is 
gouging the farmer to the last farthing 
and making it even more difficult and 
costly for him to produce his crops. 
Therefore be it 

Resolved, That we urge upon the 
farmers of this county that they re 
duce their money crops, cotton and to-

Acc» ding to an cffi ial of tne 
Standard Oil Company, never before 
in the bistory of the great corporation 
has such a big dividend been declared 
In 1899 che dividenda aggregated 33 
perceat,, in 1898 30 percent , in 1897 33 
per cens, in 1896 31 per cent., ava 
from 1891 to 1895 iaciusive, 12 per cent 
annually. How much longer will the 
plain American cit'z\n cheerfully pay 
this exorbitant tribute, leave the solu 
tion of the trust problem to the prc- 
jessional politician, and never for 6 
moment think of studying the q:1estion 
and seeking a remedy for himself?

Previous to 
ois reform the swift comp elter with 
@ 8 eady situation, earning $30 to $40 
per week; the foreman, reseiving 8 
mu*h; the jod prin er working for $18 
vo $25 per week; the sub , working two 
days in the wees and earning $7, and 
‘nos? working One day per week or not 
at all, and earning from nothing to 
#3 50 per day, all paid iato the treasury 
voe same per capita tax. Now each 
Member pays to proportion to his earn- 
ngs, and the system is recognised as 
just by thoss who pay the most. This 
i@ the most equitaole system of taxa- 
tion yet discovered. Against it there 
neither is nor can be assigaed a valid 
argument, and none oj ct to it out 
‘hose who wish to evade tax-pay ing 
altogether, and such objections are 
based on no better ground than the 
proposition that those who do not waat 
‘0 pay should not be forced to do go, 
and that any attemot co: flicially as 
certain the amount of inceb «edness un 
der this aystem is inquisisorial. Let 
every une pay according as tie Lord 
nato prospered him, is as sound soc- 
teine in political as in church affairs.”

GOVERNM#ANC OWNERSHIP 
AGAIN. 





The Anti-Trust Conference demand 
for government 0 wvoership of rai roads 
nas started anow the discussion of thie 
measure. Attention has again been 
directed to goverament ownership in 
3w#itzoriand. the Swiss psople on Kao- 
ruary 21, 1898 oy a vote of 380 0L0 to 
170 000 noaving purchased ail the rail- 
roads in thai tittle republic. Tne Swise 
government is said to be operating 
them quite satisfactorily and profii- 
ably. 

In this connection the statement of 
E D. Winelow the present counsu'- 
general to Sweden relative to the gov- 
ernmeat railways in that countty 18 
of special interest at this time. H 
says:

SKIMM NG STATIONS. 


Many readers of Tae Progressive 
Farmer, perhaps, do not know whata 
skimming station is. We will try to 
define and describs one. A skimming 
station ts a place where milk ts brought 
from several farms in a veigoborhood 
to bave the cream separated. The 
skimmed milk can then bs taken back 
to each farm to be fed to young stock 
and the craam shipped away for cale 
or made iio butier at a creamery. 
Chis creamery may be centrally lo- 
cated and too far from manv farms to 
receive milk from them. ais fact is 
the reason for the evolution of the 
skimming station, It enables mansy 
more psople to share in the benefi.s of 
tne creamery than could otherwise 
avail themselves of its help to secure 
a steady insome throughout the year. 
By careful attention to stock, feeding 
well, and housing in siormy and cold 
weather, a few cows can be made to 
bring in cash every month if the 
sreamery or skimming station is pa- 
tronizod. Wherever in a number of 
neighborhoods as many as fifiy or 
one hundred cows can be kept within 
&@ radius of one or two miles from a 
skimming etation it will pay well, a 
creamery being within shipping dis- 
tance for ite product of cream to be 
sent out daily. 

Recently some figures have been 





made to show how much can be netted 





under certain conditions. These are 
to be compared under the moet ad- 
verse circums ances for the skimming 
station. Is must be rememoered that 
the station s‘parator will take all the 
fat while by tae common system con 
siderable butter fat is left in the skim 
milk; therefore less is real:zed per 
cow, 

Very low yields por cow are assured 
and it is peli:ved that if cows do not 
yield more as firat ‘hay will be super- 
seded in comparatively snot time by 
better ones, taus increasing the value 
of the station and vreamery plan. 

Tne cost of a skimming station has 
been calculated at tnree hucdred dol 
lara. Te exp2nsea, taerefore, will be 
abuut as follows:

MR. J 2RDAN EX-LAINS HIS PLAN 








Details of Fis Scheme for Combatting 
the Tobacco TJras;—The ‘obacco 
Grower to Protect dimself aod do In- 
juscice to no One 

Jur.espundence of cae Progressive Farmer. 

I am in receipt of so many inq'iiries 
conceraing the details of my plana 
adopted by the State Tobacco Growers’ 
Association that I have conciuded to 
ask space in your columns to give the 
puolic more of the planin detail than 
I have yet besn adle to do 
The plan provides for the organis. 
tion of accompany euffi:iently strong 
flaancially to buy the entire crop of 
tobacco grown in North O:rolina, Vir 
gina, South Oarolina and E :st Te: nes 
see for aterm of five years. It was 
impossiole for the Siata Convention in 
Raleigh to work out and establish all 
che details for tha management of a 
gigantic organiz stion of this kind. All 
that the cenvention could do was to 
vet a etarting point, or rather a foun. 
dation up3n which to build the struc 
ture, and hence the adoption of the 
agreement whereby the farmers are to 
receive not leas than 16 per cent. more 
tor the crops to be ratsed by them dur 
ing the nex: five years than they have 
reeeived for the last five years’ crops, 
the farmers agreeing to take 15 per 
cent. of their crop in etock of thie 
company. This means that tobaccos 
are to priced according to grades and 
not according to crops) Is would be 
manifestly uafair to give the man who 
raises @ Meau crop the same price the 
man who raiaes a good crop would re 
c3ive. 

Should the farmers agree to go into 

this errangement, and have organiz d 

hemeeives ia every county when the 

time arrives for the permanent orzan 
ization of the company and the eigoing 
of iron clad agreements, Ido not un 
dertake to say that said agresomente 
will ba drawn in strict accordan“e with 
the agreement adopted in Raleigh 

Waen negotiations have reached this 

stage the plan c3ntemplates that a 

large board, consisting of as many 

farmers from all over the toba*co 

raising districts as the farmera them 

selves see fit to appoint to represent 
them, will mest a like board ap 

ocinted by the parties who furnish the 
money. It wilt be the duty of these 
joint boards to actually agree on all 
the details for the management of this 
organiza‘ion. Toisas means that this 
board is to prepare the iron clad azree 

ment for the individual farmers to 
sign, and to fix the price the co»mpany 
is to pay for each grade of tobacco 
bought during the ficst year's business; 

a similar board to mest each succesd 

ing year to fix prices for that year 

When all this has been dons, and 90 

per cent of the farmers, or enough o 

control 90 per cent. of the tobacco, 

have signed the ironclad agreement, 

then the company will be organiz J 

and ready for busin:ss. 

As it takes all the warehouzes, Ira! 
factories, etorage warehouses ete., op 
the different markets to handle the 
crop now, it wili be much cheaper for 
this orzan'z tion to arrange with the 
owners of tne said warehouees, factor 
les, etc , to run them than it would be 
to buy them or rebuild othera, 

This being true acd good business 
policy, we will take the warehouse 
firat; the farmar will take his tobac:o 
to the warehouse just as he always has 
done. The warehouseman will weig” 
is and put it on the floor as he does 
now. Then instead of sailing it at auc 
tion, four graders, tvo farmers and 
two expert tobicco men, will say where 
each grade bolong3. Wor instance: If 
the big board above montioned has 
fixed the price of the best grade of 
wrappers at 50 conta, the second ag 40 
cents, the third at 30 cents, and the 
best grads of cutters at 25 cents, the 
next at 20 conta, the next a: 15 cents 
and eo on do vn through all the various 
gradea, it wiil bo for these gradera to 
say where each grade of each farmer 
selongs. Ino order that the graders 
may be prevented fron showirg any 
partiality, tho warshousemaia will 
write and number the owner’s namain 
his book and put acorresponiiog nu: 
ber On the ticket on each grade, so that 
the gradera csn nover tell waoge to 
bacco they are grading 
After the tobacco hag basen placed on 
the floors and graded as above de- 
scribed, thea it is necessary to provide 
for the leaf deater, or anyone who can 
redry the tovacco. Very wail. A 
certain portion will be turned over to 
“A,” a leat cealer, a certain portion to 
“O,” a leat dealer, another portion so 
*“D,” @ manufaciurer, or to anyone 
else who has the means for re drying 
toe tobacco go that it will keep. Tnese 
dealers will re order the tobacco, pack 
it in hogsheads and turn it back to the 
company, which wili psy them their 
commissions. Thus the company hav: 
ing paid the farmer for bis tobacco, 
and the warehoussman and deaer 
their commissions, the tobacco becomes 





co, 
the absolute property of the company 
and ia placed in storage wareh: eg, 
with eaco hogshead plainly marked ag 
to grade 

As «oon as thecompany bexina opera. 
tions uader this plan itis ready to deal 
with tne manuf .cturers. It can theg 
sell to ail the manufacturers in the 
‘world, on any terms is may deem 
proper and beat. I¢ will be in a pogj. 
tion to favor the weak independent 
manufacturer without harmiog the 
strong, and thus enable all the inde. 
pendent manufacturers to resume bugi. 
ness. If no satisfactory arrangements 
can be made with the trast which now 
owns almost all the large maaufactur. 
ing plants in thecountry, the company 
can supply all the independent tac:or.

A Young Man and His “ Wild Oats.” 


HERE is a popular notion abroad 
in the world that every man 
must at some tims in bis life ‘‘sow his 
wild oats,” as it is called, and the usual 
time is generally undersood to be dur 
ing his young manhood days. To use 
@ more popular phrase, he must then 
“have his fling.” He must ‘‘sce the 
the world,” the reasoning goes on, in 
order that he may have ‘‘a broader 
view of life.” In other words, to take 
the veneer of these phrases and put 
them into perfectly plain Eazlish a 
young man is expected to eoil his 
character. For that is, after all, what 
“sowing one’s wild oats” really m: ane: 
itis nothing more nor less than the 
self-degradation of aycung man. Hos 
must be falso to the teachings cf his 
mother, false to his self respect, false to 
himself. 


There can be no doubt that most of 
this false notion about ‘sowing one’s 
wild oats” arises and is fathered by the 
upjust and untenable accusation that 
is 80 often laid at man’s door,—that 
the lives of few men are without a 
misstep before they ‘‘settle down.” No 
man need claim for his sex immunity 
from the vices that beset humankind 
to give the lie to this statament. But 
proof that it is a gross and vile libel 
upon men is found in the cases of bun 
dreds of men who daily approsch the 
marriage altar with characters as free 
from every moral blemish as those of 
the women who stand by their sides. 
No fact is more absolutely true than 
thia, and it is high time that the etate- 
ment should be repeated more ofter 
than it is. Mon have euffared all too 
long from this slur upon their charsc- 
ters and self-respect. The unrqual 
moral standard so often accepted, 
which condoned the same wrong in 
the one sex which it condemns in the 
other, has much to arsver for in this 
regard, But that the self-respect of 
men has proved stronger even than 
social license is urquestionably true. It 
ig an outrage nothi: g short cf infernal 
that the statement that society 
expects a more or lesa diverting 
life from a young fellow is so often a!- 
lowed to go unchallenged by those 
from whom we havea right to expect 
an emphatic and convincing remon- 
strance. 

But aside from all socia! standards, 
whatever they may be, the manner in 
which a young mar paseca his life 
chiefly concerns himself. Hs is ac- 
countable to himself—to his own con- 
conscience, to his own heart. Men 
lead honorable lives for themselves, 
for their own inner satiefaction, that 
they may be true to themselves, and 
the best that is within them. 

No man has ever passed througha 
period of indiscrest living during bis 
early manhood without regretting the 
memory of it in after years. Nor has 
any, by reasonof “sowing his wild 
oats,” Known one iota more of “lite,” 
except that particular phase of it, 
which, if it had a glitter for bim in 
youth, became a repelient remembrance 
to him in his more mature years, The 
reputation that comes of right living 
and good character is what the ma: of 
forty to seventy desires and nothing 
but the well spent years of early life 
can eecure this. Tnera is no such 
thing as an investigation period ina 
man's moral living; at one period it is 
as important to him to be honorable 
and truce to his own conscience as it is 
at another. The young man who 
reaches manhood without a kaoowlk dze 
of the dark and vicious side of human 
nature is far better off than he who 
has seen it. Hs will lose nothing by 
not having ceen it; not an ounce less 
of respect will be meted out to him. 
But he wili feel prouder of himaclf, 
and men will respect him infinitely 

more, for the strength of his wili 
power.

Believing that no more important 
measure has been before the people of 
North Carolina for a score of years, we 
give in full herewith the proposed Con 
stitutional amendment, which we ex 
pect to keep standing until the election 
in August of next year. It is not nec- 
essary for us to say that it should be 
carefully considered and that the voter 
should not allow prejudice to influence 
him in deciding whether or not be will 
support it. The amendmont reads as 
follows: 

That article VI of the Constitution 
of North Carolina bo, and the same is 
hereby abrogated and in lieu thereof 
shall be substituted the following ar- 
ticle of said Constitution: 

ARTICLE VL. 

SUFFRAGE AND RLIGIBILITY OT OFFICE — 

QUALIFICATIONS OF AN ELECTOR. 
(Section 1) Every male person born 
in the United States and every malo 
person who hag been naturalized, 21 
years of age and poesessing the quaiifi 
cations get out in this article, shall be 
entitled to vote at any election by the 
people in the Siate, exespt as herein 
otherwise provided. 

(Section 2) Ha shall have resided in 
the State of North Carolina for 2 yeara, 
in the county eix months, and in the 
precinct, ward or other election district 
in which he offers to vote, four months 
next preceding the eleciion: Provided, 
Toat removal from one precinct, ward 
or other ejection disirict, to another in 
the same county, ehail not operate to 
deprive any pereonof the rightto vote 
in the precinct, ward or other election 
district, from which he has removed 
uoti: four months after such removal. 
No peraon who has been convict:d or 
who has confessed his guilt in open 
court upon indictment, of any crime, 
the puaishment of which now is cr 
may bereafter be, imprisonment in the 
State prison, shall be permitted to vote 
unless the said perzon shail be first re 
stored to citizenship in the manner 
prescribed by law. 

(Section 3.) Every person offering to 
vote zhali be at the time a legaliy regis 
tered voter as herein prescribed and in 
the manner hereafter provided by ia, 
and the Geoeral Assembly of North 
Osrolina shall enact genorai registra 
tion laws to carry into effect the pro 
visions of this article. 

(Section 4) Every person presenting 
himself for registration shall be able 
to read and write any section of the 
Constitution in the English language, 
and before he shall be entitied to vate 
neshall have paid on or before the 
first day of March of the year in which 
he proposes to vote his poll tax as pra 
scribed by law fer tho previous year 
Poli taxes shall be a lien oniy on as 
sessed property, and no process ehail 
ig:us to enforce tha collection of tis 
same except against asses3ed property. 

(Section 5) No maleperson, who was 
on January 1, 1867, cr ot any time 
prior thereto, entitiad to vote uader the 
lawa of any State ia the United States 
wherein he then residsd, and no Lineal 
descendant of any such person, shall 
be denied the right to register and vote 
at any eiection in this Siate by reason 
of his failure to possess the educational 
qualification prescribed in section 4 of 
this Article: Provided, He shall have 
regisiered in accordasce with theterms 
of this Section prior to December 1, 
1908. The General Assembly shall 
provide fora permanent record cf aii 
persons who register under this sec- 
tion on or before November 1, 1908, and 
all such persons shall be entitied to 
regisier and voce in all elections by the 
people in this State unless diequalified 
under section 2 of this article: Pro- 
vided such peraons shall have paid 
their poll tax as required by law.” 

(Section 6 ) All elections by the pevple 
shall be by ballot, and all elections by 
the General Assembly shall be viva 
voce. 

Section 7 Every voter ia North Caro 
lina, except ag in thia Article disquali 
fied, shall be elgible to offi:e, but be 
fore entering upon the duties of the 
office he shall take and subscribe the 
foilowing oath; ‘I, ————, do gol: 
emply swear (°r affirm) thatI willeup- 
port and maintain the Constitution and 
laws of the United States and the Con- 
atituiion and laws of North OCsrolina, 
not inconsistent therewith, and that I 
will faithfully discharge the duties of 
my offisa as —-——-—-—. So heip me 
God.” 

(3ection 8). The fo'lowing classes of 
persons chall be dieq ialized for offi ss: 
First, all parsons wuo deny tha beiog 
of Almighty God. Secoud, all per 
sons who shail have been convicted, or 
con‘essed their guut on incictment 
pending, and whether sentenced or not, 
or under judgm2ni suspended, of any 
treason or felony, or of any other crime 
for which the punishment may beim- 
prisonment in the penitentiary, since 
becoming citizens of the United Siates, 
orot corruption and miuipractics in 
office, unless such person shail be re 
stored to the rignt of citizenship in a 
manner preacribed by law.

Correspondence of the Progressive Farmer. 

At this writing [have unearthed a 
thoueand head: of celery, which in 
every way is se fi eas any shipped tc 
market around Tracksgiving time I: 
has not been i: jured by frost, rust, or 
other accidents, and it is as attractive 
in appearavce as it is delicious in 
flavor. Toe secret of keeping it in this 
condition is simple. 

I think, however, thata good deal 
of the celery kept until late is of an in 
ferior qislity to begin with. It is 
quite commo: for aman to ship his 
best celery to market io the fall, and 
then bury for later use that part of the 
erop wnish does not look so promising 
Cone qguen'ly when he digs up his late 
crop be fi:ds that it is small and un 
dersized, and there is no particular 
wonder why this should not eel! well, 
It never would have brought much, 
and itis en unfair test of winter kept 
celery tocendema ita!lon the strength 
of thisexp-riment Good winter celery 
will bring from 30 to 60 cents per 
dozen in the markete, and at these 
prices a grower can make good profits 

Fret aclesting first class roots and 
stalks, and cutting cff all parts that 
show rust and decay, they should be 
packed in their winter bed with all the 
care that you would put eggs away for 
late kecping. To do this it will be 
mecessary to “iz a trench only the 
width of an ordinary spade and deep 
enovgh to cover the tops of the crlears 
The celery should be transferred from 
its erowinz place to this trench, but
